One Route For Aqueduct Lies 
| Between 12th and 16th

That the waters from Boulder 
dam will be rolling through thia 





part of California within the 
inext ten or twelve years—de- 
spite all the powerful opposition 


to the project--was the message 
brought back to Upland by City 
Engineer Richard G. Manley after 
attending the sixth annual meet- 
ing of the Boulder Dam associa- 
tion, held Saturday at Long 
Beach. 

Those present, stated Mr. Man- 
ley, were very optimistic that 
j nothing can now stop the ulti- 
jmate consummation of the vast 
project that will mean so much 
to this part of the United States. 
Members of the association who 
have followed the long fight for 
chaining of the waters of 
Colorado river feel that the 
biggest barriers have been passed.

|duct that will carry the mighty 
tlood of water has not been de- 
cided, of course, but Mr. Manley 
states that one of the possible 
routes would take the aqueduct 
through Upland somewhere be- 
tween Twelfth and Sixteenth 
streets. 

So far it has not been felt 
jthat Upland will need to join 
the metropolitan water district, 


as our water supply here seems 
plentiful enough for some time to 
come, but this city will keep in 
touch with the situation and be 
prepared for whatever action 
seems wise for the best interests 
of the future.
